Owen»boro, Ky., July I U.—John An 
(boson, a farmer who was in jail here 
charged with the murder of his wife 
on the night of July 8, was taken from 
prison by a masked mob of about forty 
men and hanged In one of the principal 
s t r u t s of Owensboro at about. 2 : 3b 
a. rn. 
The lynchers, who are supposed ta 
have rome from the srene of Ander­ 
son s alleged crime ©bout three miles 
West of ( ) w-ensboro, came quietly. 
On 
being refused admittance to the Jail 
they battered down the prison door 
arid went and led the prisoner out. 
The Jailer and his family were pre­ 
vented from giving the alarm. 
Ander­ 
son was led across the street from the 
prison where he was hanged to a beam 
over a pair of males.
